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CITY  OF  MONTREAIi. 

The  City  of  Montreal  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
populous  cities  in  British  North  America.  It  was  found- 
ed by  M.  de  Maissonneure,  in  1642,  on  the  site  of  an  In- 
dian village,  named  Hochelaga,  and  dedicated  to  the 
Virgin  Mary  as  its  patroness  and  protector,  and  for  a 
long  period  bore  the  name  of  Ville  Marie.  It  is  laid 
out  in  the  form  of  a  parallelogram,  and  contains  some 
two  hundred  streets,  with  a  population  of  15,000. 

The  traveller,  in  approaching  the  city  from  the  river, 
is  struck  with  the  peculiar  beauty  of  the  large  cut  stone 
buildings  which  front  the  majestic  river  St.  Lawrence, 
on  whose  banks  they  are  reared,  resembling  in  their  so- 
lid masonry  and  elegance  the  buildings  of  the  European 
cities.  The  wharves  and  streets,  are  always  clean,  and 
the  atmosphere  pure  and  healthful. 

The  Island  of  Montreal  is,  in  fact,  most  properly  re- 
garded as  the  garden  of  Canada.  The  city  being  at  the 
head  of  sh  p  navigation,  her  local  advantages  for  trade 
and  commerce  are  unsurpassed.  The  completion  of  the 
various  railroads,  as  lately  celebrated,  with  those  al- 
ready in  successful  operation,  will  greatly  augment  her 
business  resources  and  facilities,  and  afford  strong  in- 
ducements to  capitalists  for  investing  their  funds  for 
the  future. 
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PVBIilC  BUILDINGS. 

Among  the  many  substantial  and  elegant  edifices  in 
the  city,  of  recent  completion,  may  be  mentioned  : 

Tub  New  Court  House,  on  Notre  Dame  Street,  and 
directly  opposite  to  Nelson's  Monument,  is  of  elegant  cut 
stone,  in  the  Grecian  Ionic  style.  The  ground  plan  is 
300  feet  by  125  feet ;  height,  lG  feet. 

The  New  Post  Office,  on  Great  St.  James  Street,  is 
a  beautiful  cut  stone  building,  J.  B.  Mbilleub,  L.L.D., 
is  Post  Master. 

The  Merchants'  Exchange,  situated  on  St.  Sacrament 
Street.  Several  Telegraph  and  Insurance  Offices  are 
in  this  building,  as  also  the  Reading-Room. 

The  Mechanics'  Institute,  a  very  fine  building,  situat- 
ed on  Great  St.  James  Street,  of  cut  stone,  three  sto- 
ries higli,  built  in  the  Italian  style.  The  Lecture  Room 
is  sixty  by  eighty  feet,  height  eighteen  feet,  neatly  and 
tastefully  finished.

'^  The  Bank  of  hIontreal,  Place  d'Arraes,  St.  James 
Street,  opposite  the  Cathedral,  an  elegant  cut  stone 
building  of  the  Corinthian  order. 

The  City  Bank,  next  to  the  above,  in  the  Grecian 
Btyle,  of  cut  stone  and  worthy  of  note. 

The  Bank  of  British  Xorth  America,  Great  St.  James 
Street,  next  the  Post  Office,  is  a  handsome  building,  of 
cut  stone,  and  built  in  the  composite  style  of  architec- 
ture. 

The  Bonsecours  Market,  on  St.  Paul  and  Water  Sts., 
is  a  magnificent  edifice  in  the  Grecian  and  Doric  style ; 
cost  about  $300,000 ;  has  a  front  of  three  stories  on 
Water  St,  and  two  stories  on  St.  Paul  Street.  The  upper 
part  of  the  building  is  occupied  by  the  various  officers  of 
the  city.  The  City  Council  Room  is  fitted  up  in  the  most 
elegant  style.  In  the  east  wing  of  the  building  is  a 
large  Hall  or  Concert  Room,  capable  of  seating  4000 
persons. 

The  St.  Ann's  Market,  opposite  the  Grey  Nunnery, 
although  not  built  in  the  style  or  at  the  expense  of  the 
former,  is  still  a  building  that  speaks  well  for  the  pub- 
lic spirit  which  governs  the  city,  in  the  erection  of  their 
public  buildings. 

The  Grey  Nunnery  is  situated  on  Foundling  Street, 
designed  for  the  care  of  foundlings  and  infirm. 

The  Hotel  Dieu  Nunnery,  on  St.  Joseph  and  St. 
Paul  Streets,  designed  for  sick  and  diseased  persons. 
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The  Convent  op  the  Sisters  op  the  Sacred  Heart 
is  situated  at  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  nine  miles  from  Mon- 
treal. 

Academy  op  the  Sisters  op  the  Congregation  de 
Notre  Dame,  now  Maria  Villa,  about  three  miles  from 
Montreal,  was  formerly  the  residence  of  the  Governor- 
General. 

The  McGill  College.  This  is  an  institution  of  very 
high  repute.  It  was  founded  by  the  Hon.  James  McGill, 
who  bequeathed  a  valuable  estate  and  £10,000  for 
its  endowment.  The  buildings  for  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
are  delightfully  situated  at  the  base  of  the  mountain, 
and  command  an  extensive  view. 

The  Museum  op  the  Natural  History  op  Montreal, 
is  situated  in  Little  St.  James  Street,  and  is  free  to 
strangers. 

The  New  City  Water  Works.  Among  the  many  en- 
terprises there  are  none  which  promise  more  general 
and  useful  advantages  to  the  city,  than  the  new  works 
for  supplying  the  city  with  water.  One  of  the  great- 
est blessings  is  health,  and  nothing  is  more  conducive 
to  this  than  good  pure  water.  This  has  now  been  se- 
cured by  the  erection  of  these  works,  which  tap  the  St. 
Lawrence  at  the  Lachine  Rapids,  some  six  miles  above 
the  city.  These  works  will  cost  the  city,  when  fully 
completed,  nearly  $1,000,000.  The  two  receiving  reser- 
voirs for  supplying  the  city  are  about  200  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  river,  and  hold  twenty  millions  of  gal- 
lons. 
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The  Jail.  This  is  a  substantial  stone  building,  sur- 
rounded by  a  high  wall,  and  is  worthy  of  a  visit.  It 
has  recently  been  erected,  at  an  expense  of  $120,000. 

The  General  Hospital,  on  Dorchester  Street,  is  a 
fine  cut  stone  building,  and  is  one  of  the  many  promi- 
nent institutions  of  the  city. 

The  St.  Patrick's  Hospital,  at  the  west  end  of  the 
same  street,  is  an  elegant  structure,  and  occupies  a 
commanding  position. 

The  Protestant  Ohphan  Asylum,  situated  in  Cathe- 
rine Street,  is  a  well-conducted  charity,  sustained  by 
the  benevolence  of  private  individuals. 

The  Ladies'  Benevolent  Institution,  for  the  relief  of 
widows  and  half  orphans,  is  a  large  three-story  build- 
ing in  Berthelot  Street.  It  is  managed  solely  by  a  com- 
mittee of  ladies. 

The  Theatre  Royal,  Cote  Street,  is  a  fine  brick 
building,  and  capable  of  accomodating  about  1,500 
persons.  Under  its  present  management,  it  has  become 
quite  popular  with  the  lovers  of  the  drama. 

Nelson's  Monument,  Jacques  C artier  Square,  Notre 
Dame  Street. 

The  Wharves  of  this  city  are  unsurpassed  by  any  on. 
the  American  Continent.  They  are  built  of  solid 
masonry,  and  are  about  two  miles  in  extent. 

The  Lachine  Canal  is  among  the  public  works  par- 
ticularly worthy  of  note,  and  of  which  the  city  may 
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well  feel  proud.  We  doubt  whether  there  is  on  the 
Continent,  when  taken  in  connection  with  its  locks  and 
basins,  so  permanent  and  beautiful  a  structure  ;  iti 
massive  masonry  commanding  universal  attention. 
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VICTORIA  BRIDGE. 

This  splendid  structure,  now  in  progress,  to  cross  the 
St.  Lawrence,  will  be,  when  completed,  one  of  the  most 
stupendous  structures  in  North  America,  and  materially 
aid  the  business  of  Montreal,  crossing  the  river  from 
Point  St.  Charles  to  the  opposite  shore.  It  is  to  be 
built  on  the  tubular  principle,  the  same  as  the  Britannia 
Bridge,  at  the  Menai  Straits,  and  will  have  a  track  for 
railway  cars  in  the  centre,  while  on  the  outside  of  the 
tube  there  will  be  a  balcony  on  each  side  for  foot  pas- 
sengers. The  bridge  will  rest  on  twenty-four  firm  piers, 
and  it  will  be  sixty  feet  high,  from  summer  level.  The 
entire  cost  of  the  work  is  estimated  at  $"7,500, 000. 

Mount  Royal  Cemetery  is  situated  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Mountain,  about  two  miles  from  the  city.  Judge- 
ment and  taste  have  been  displayed  in  the  selection  and 
mangement  of  the  grounds  ;  it  is  much  visited  by  stran- 
gers. 

The  Champ  de  Mars.  This  is  a  favorite  promenade 
for  citizens  and  strangers,  being  the  general  parade 
and  review  grounds  of  the  military,  and  is  frequently 
enlivened  during  summer  evenings  by  music  from  the 
fine  bands  of  the  regiments. 
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PLiCE  d'Armes  is  a  handsome  square,  between  Notre 
Dame  and  Great  St.  James  Streets,  opposite  the  French 
Cathedral.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  neat  iron  railing, 
and  tastefully  laid  out  and  planted  with  shade  trees. 
In  th^  centre  of  the  square  is  a  fountain. 

As  a  place  of  beauty  and  pleasure,  the  ride  from  the 
city  to  Mount  Royal  will  attract  the  traveller  at  all 
times.  The  di^itance  around  it  is  nine  miles,  command- 
ing one  of  the  finest  views  of  beautiful  landscape  to  be 
found  in  North  America;  and  in  returning,  entering  the 
city,  a  view  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  of  Montreal,  both 
comprehensive  and  extended,  that  well  repays  tlie  time 
and  expense. 

Next  to  the  drive  around  the  mountain  is  that  on  the 
Laohine  road,  leading  to  the  village  of  that  name,  nine 
miles  from  the  city.  The  road  is  directly  along  the 
banks  of  the  river,  presenting  scenery  of  unsurpassed 
beauty  and  grandeur.  It  is  a  lovely  drive.  If  the 
proper  hour  is  selected,  a  view  may  be  had  of  the  de- 
Bcent  of  the  steamer  over  the  rapids. 

Another  favorite  drive  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  is 
to  Longue  Pointe,  being  in  an  opposite  direction  from 
the  last  and  down  along  the  banks  of  the  river. 

It  would  be  useless  to  undertake  an  enumeration  of 
all  the  places  of  interest  in  and  about  Montreal,  for  we 
believe  tliat  there  are  but  few  places  on  the  American 
Continent  where  can  be  found  so  much  of  interest  to 
the  traveller,  whether  in  pursuit  of  health  or  pleasure, 
as  in  this  city. 
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ROIVEAN  CATHOLIC. 

L'Eglise  db  Notre  Dame,  or  The  French  Parish 
Church,  is  situated  in  Place  d'Armes,  and  forms  one  of 
the  most  prominent  attractions  to  the  stranger.  The 
corner  stone  of  this  Church  was  laid  in  1824,  and  it 
was  opened  for  worship  in  1829.  It  contains  one  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  forty-four  pews,  and  will  seat 
over  eight  thousand  persons.  The  towers  of  the  C  hurch 
are  two  hundred  and  ninety  feet  in  height.  In  the 
north-east  tower  is  a  chime  of  bells,  while  the  north- 
west contains  the  monster  bell,  the  largest  in  America, 
weighing  twenty-four  thousand  pounds.  This  tower  is 
always  open  to  the  public  by  payment  of  a  small  fee ; 
from  the  top  is  presented  a  splendid  panoramic  view  of 
the  Island  of  Montreal,  which  well  repays  the  fatigue 
of  the  ascent.  The  Church  contains  a  variety  of  paint- 
ings, which,  with  the  splendor  of  the  altars,  render  it 
interesting.
